The British 
near-disaster at Dunkirk In 1940 
caught the German high command 
without a plan “of any sort” for 
the invasion of England, according 
to German Adm.

In a report written for Allied 
Intelligence officers, Doenitz, the 
submarine expert who relicx'cd Ad­ 
miral Erie Heeder aa commander- 
in-chief of the German fleet in 
4^*1943, gave two reason* for Ger­ 
many’s failjre to have an invas­ 
ion plan. They were: 
1. Hitler’s belief before the war, 
that Great Britain would not fight. 
2. The surprising speed with 
which German forces mov**d across 
France an* swept the British ex­ 
peditionary force into the channel. 
After Dunkirk, Hitler ordered 
preparations for an Invasion in

Doctor Haman also graded the pa­ 
tients in the first grou p into three 
classes: those in whom the pain 
W'as so severe that the patient had 
to go to b ed; those who fou nd it 
necessary to take some medicine 
for relief b u t were not confined to 
b ed; and those in whom the dis­ 
comfort was not severe enou gh to 
requ ire taking dru gs for relief. 
Doctor Hainan treated all of the 
patients b y having them carry ou t 
certain exercises. These cou ld b e 
done at home and only had to b e 
employ ed for two or three months 
b efore 
improvement 
occu rred. 
Nearly 85 per cent, of all the pa­ 
tients treated ob tained at least 
some relief. In the first grou p nine 
ou t of every ten were b enefited.

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Exercises for Periodic Pain 


Bf HERMAN N •UNDESIN. MD 
IT HAS been reported that four 
to five of every ten women in the 
childbearing age between eighteen 
and forty-five years suffer from 
pain 
during 
their 
menstrual 
periods and that about one-sixth 
of such 
women are seriously 
handicapped during this tim** as a 
result. Thia represents rn large 
loss in time from work and, of 
course, interference with other 
activities. 
A great deal of effort has been 
made to determine the various 
causes for such difficulties and to 
devise 
methods 
of 
treatment. 
Among the various causes sug­ 
gested are mechanical disturb­ 
ances, nervous disorders, allergy 
or oversensitivity, and perhaps 
trouble with the glands of internal 
secretion such as the thyroid gland 
in the neck or the sex glands. 
Study Made 
Doctor John 
O. 
Haman 
of 
Brookline, 
Massachusetts, 
has 
made a study of 129 women be­ 
tween the ages of 15 and 37 years. 
He divided th# patients into two 
groups. The first included those in 
whom pain occurred with the first 
period they had or within four 
years thereafter. The discomfort 
started several hours to two to 
three days before the periods in 
the form of cramp-like or colicky 
pains. They were most severe in 
the lower middle part of the 


climes 
or 
J abdomen. 
The pain 
pa.* cd downward into the leg 
back. 
In many instances it was accom­ 
panied by sickness of the stomach 
as well a- vomHmg and a feeling 
of sickness. 
Often there was a cold and 
clammy sensation of the hands and 
feet. 
Second Group 
In the second group the women 
had painful periods but the pain 
did not follow the same course de­ 
scribed above for the first group. 
Doctor Haman also Traded the pa­ 
tients in the first group into three 
classes: those in whom tho pain 
was so severe that the patient had 
to go to bed; those who found it 
necessary to take some medicine 
for relief but were no* confined to 
bed; and those in whom the dis­ 
comfort was not severe enough to 
require taking drugs for relief. 
Doctor Haman treated all of the 
patient# by having them carry out 
certain exercises. These could be 
done at home and only had to be 
employed for two or three month* 
before 
improvement 
occurred. 
Nearly 85 per cent. of all the pa­ 
tients treated obtained at least 
some relief. In the first group nine 
out of every ten were benefited.

Cen tra l Press Co rresp o n d en t 
NEW ORLEANS, L a— W ith the 
w ar o ver, New Orleans, America’s 
lo vely 
o ld French 
and 
Spanish 
city o f yesterday, the “City That 
Care Fo rgo t,” again becko ns to 
the to urist 
To the Vieux Carre 
o r “Old Square” the visito rs co me; 
to the city o f co lo nial days, no t 
to o much to uched by pro gress. 
The sectio n is also kno wn as the 
“French Q uarter,” and o f ail its 
charm ing, o ld-wo rld streets, the 
o ne which mo st attra c ts attentio n 
is the Rue Ro yale. 
Here are the mo st stately o f the 
time — mello wed 
buildings 
o f 
fo rm er years, and here in the 
sho ps alo ng its length are o ffered 
fo r display and sale treasures o f 
the past. Fo r Ro yal street, New 
Orleans, is o ne o f the famo us an­ 
tique centers o f the wo rld. 
Sho p after sho p, big and little, 
all seeming filled to co nfusio n with 
furniture and bric-a-brac, curio s, 
o bjects d’art, 
bo o ks, 
maps and 
m anuscripts, until the uninitiated 
visito r gasps: “W here did all the 
o ld stuff co me fro m ?” 
The answ'er is: “Everyw heref“ 
Euro pe, Canada, Mexico , So uth 
America, the eastern seabo ard o f 
the United States, and New Or­ 
leans, itself. 
This last Is perhaps the mo st 
surprising; that after being raked 
and co mbed fo r o ld furniture and 
curio s fo r mo re than half a cen­ 
tury, 
New 
Orleans 
Is 
still 
an 
o riginal so urce o f supply. 
Fo r all the furniture which has 
already been fo und, so ld, and scat­ 
tered fro m the big o ld mansio ns o f 
this so uthern metro po lis, still as 
much again remains hidden away 
in garrets, treasured in parlo rs, 
and ho arded In neglected spare 
ro o ms, shuttered stables, and slave 
quarters. 
The reaso n it that New Orleans 
wa* o nce a very rich to wn, the 
center o f the Mississippi valley 
Shipping and cotton trade. Must 


o f it* ho me traditio n was o f a 
Euro pean type—o f the French and 
Spanish Creo les who po ssessed It 
fo r a IOO years befo re the Amer­ 
ican came in 1803. 
It was no t part o f their co de 
to sell their ho useho ld po ssessio ns: 
“Sell the bed great-grand Mam­ 
mo n slept in? 
Nevaire! 
Put it 
away, Co usin A ide, the armo ire 
we give to Celeste.” 
It was th at way with nearly 
everything, furniture, rugs, bo o ks, 
clo thes. They were sto red, saved, 
fo rgo tten o r given to relatives and 
faithful servants, but rarely was 
anything perso nal so ld. 
New Orleans’ ho mes were lived 
in by generatio ns o f the same 
families, and cluttered with the 
accumulatio ns 
o f 
generatio ns. 
Pictures hung in the French man­ 
ner, o ne abo ve the o ther, to the 
ceiling, mantlepieces were co vered 
with vases, clo ck sets, miniatures, 
and tables held o rnam ents, so uve­ 
nirs o f travel o r bibelo ts. 
Ro yal Street's Distinctio n 
To 
New 
Orleans 
and 
Ro yal 
street might be given the palm as 
the first center o f antique dealing 
in the United States. The o ld in­ 
surance maps o f the city o f 50 
years ago sho w the street already 
lined with -sho ps devo ted to “sec­ 
o nd hand” furniture, and newspa­ 
per acco unts o f the tim e—so me 
w ritten by Geo rge W. Cable o f 
“Old Creo le Days” fame, and by 
Lafcadio 
Hearn, 
refer 
to 
the 
“curio ” sho ps o f the Old French 
Quarter. 
At th at time, as an afterm ath 
to the altered fo rtunes o f the 
Civil W ar, the break-up o f many 
o f the great o ld ho mes had begun, 
and their treasures were finding 
their way to salesro o ms. 
Many 
are the sto ries, so me legendary, 
so me 
established 
fact, 
o f 
the 
treasures th at have co me to light 
in New Orleans. 
One o f the legends co ncerns a 
certain simple go ld lo cket, pur­ 
chased at a v ery lo w ligure, AS 


just ano ther bit o f o ld jewelry, 
and reso ld very sho rtly at a quite 
fabulo us sum. 
A hidden Inscrip­ 
tio n regaled it a gift fro m Na­ 
po leo n I to Jo sephine! 
The 
business 
o f 
do o r-to -do o r 
purchasing o f antiques is a Lime- 
ho no red pro fessio n in New Or­ 
leans. It is handled by men called 
“runners,” 
the 
name 
seemingly 
derived fro m the fact that as so o n 
as they have bo ught so m ething 
they “run” o r peddle it up and 
do wn Ro yal street, the clo seness 
o f the sho ps making a tho ro ugh 
to ur o f th e ’ po ssible m arkets a 
m atter o f a sho rt walk. 
Bo o ks co uld be filled with the 
strange sto ries o f the so urces o f 
so me o f New Orleans antiques, 
and the devio us manners, 
bo th 
ho nest and disho nest, by which 
they find their way to market. 
They are few no w, but at o ne 
time there were many priceless 
vases o n sale that came fro m 
cemeteries. It is an annual New 
Orleans custo m o n All Saints Day 
to deco rate the graves with flo w­ 
ers; and the Creo les, being lavish, 
casual and sentim ental in abo ut 
equal quantities, they wo uld be 
likely as no t to use their best 
Sevres as a co ntainer. 
An amusing sto ry to ld is co n­ 
nected with the furnishings o f a 
ho use where the estate was in 
litigatio n. When the heirs settled 
their 
differences, 
the 
dealers 
flo cked to bid.

NEW ORLEANS. La.—W ith the 
w ar over. New Orleans, America's 
lovely old 
French 
end 
Spanish 
I city of yesterday, the “City That 
j Care Forgot,** again beckons to 
the tourist. 
To the Vieux Carre 
or “Old Square** the visitors come; 
to th# city of colonial days, not 
too much touched by progress. 
The section Is also known as the 
“French Q uarter," and of ail its 
charming, old-world streets, the 
one which moet attracts attention 
la the Rue Royale. 
Here are the most stately of the 
tim* — mellowed 
buildings 
of 
form er years, and here in the 
shops along Ka length are offered 
for display and sale treasures of 
the p a st For Royal street. New 
Orleans, is one of the famous an­ 
tique centers of the world. 
Shop after shop, big end little, 
all seeming filled to confusion with 
furniture and bric-a-brac, curios, 
objects d a rt, 
books, 
reaps and 
m anuscripts, until the uninitiated 
visitor gasps; “W here did all the 
old stuff come from ?" 
The answer Is: “Everyw hereJ" 
Europe, Canada, Mexico, South 
America, the eastern seaboard of 
th# United State*, and New Or­ 
leans, itself. 
This last I* perhaps the moat 
surprising; that after being raked 
and combed for old furniture and 
curios for more than half a cen­ 
tury, 
New 
Orleans 
ta still 
an 
original source of supply. 
For all the furniture which has 
already been found, add, and scat­ 
tered from the big old mansions of 
this southern metropolis, still aa 
much again remains hidden away 
iii garrets, treasured In parlor*, 
and hoarded in neglected apa re 
rooms, shuttered stables, and slave 
quarters. 
Th* reason is that New Orleans 
ares once a very rich town, the 
center of th* Mississippi valley 
Shipping and cotton trad*. Must 


of its home tradition was of a 
European type—of the French and 
Spanish Creoles who possessed it 
for a IOO years before the Amer­ 
ican came in 1803. 
It was not part of their rodf 
to sell their household possessions: 
'Sell the bed great-grand Mam- 
man slept In?

away, Cousin Aide, the armoire 
we give to Celeste." 
It was th a t way with nearly 
everything, furniture, rugs, books, 
clothe*. They were stored. lived, 
forgotten or given to relatives and 
faithful servants, but rarely was 
anything personal sold 
New Orleans’ homes were lived 
in by generations of the same 
families, and cluttered with the 
accumulations 
of 
generations 
Pictures hung in tha French mhn* 
ner, one above the other, to the 
ceiling, mantlepieces were covered 
with vases, clock sets, miniatures, 
and tables held ornam ents, souve­ 
nirs of travel or bibelot*. 
Royal Street’s Distinction 
To 
New 
Orleans 
and 
Royal 
street might be given the palm as 
the first center of antique dealing 
in the United States. Th* old In­ 
surance ma pa of the city of 50 
year* ago show the street already 
lined with 'shops devoted to “sec­ 
ond hand’* furniture, and newspa­ 
per accounts of the tim e—some 
w ritten by George W. Cable of 
Old Creole Days’* fame, and by 
Lafcadio 
Hearn, 
refer 
to 
the 
“curio” shops of the Old French 
Quarter. 
At th at time, aa an afterm ath 
to the altered fortune* of the 
Civil W ar, the break-up of many 
of the great old homes had begun, 
and their treasures were finding 
their way to salesrooms.

Books could be filled with the 
strange stories of the sources of 
some of New Orleans antiques, 
and 
the devious manners, both 
honest and dishonest, by which 
they find their way to market. 
They are few now, but at on# 
time there were many priceless 
vases on sale th at cam* from 
cemeteries.
